This 
policy was later reversed by Dr. DeLauer, 
Under Secretary of Defense in 1983. 


We are still not sure what prompted the inquiry 
into STAR GATE by Dr. Perry and Dr. Deutch. This could 
be related to potential Russian or Chinese activities in 
this area, or do to their general interest in the topic. 
Our briefing is a balanced overview of the three STAR phen 
GATE program areas: 


- Foreign Assessments 
- External Research 
- In-House Activities
